On examination of the Selectmen’s records much is found 
reflecting but little credit upon the town, to wit: some of the 
Invoices no Certificate of Oath of selectmen as required by law 
is found, no seals on some of the collector’s Bonds and no ap- 
proval of the same or date of filing. 

Receipts given to collectors by selectmen with these words 
thereon, to wit: ‘‘this is not charged you on your collection,” 
and no account of the appropriation of this money is found. 

It would seem that such omissions and irregularities ought 
not to occur with counsel to the -selectmen with a fee of fifty a 
year. 

The ‘Treasurer’s Books for many years past have been kept 
jn an unsatisfactory manner, to wit ; Separate accounts have not 
been kept with the various collectors, and no tangible settlement 
appearing thereon,
